Gives Inaugual Address 


Coleman’s first town council 
met in the council chamber on 


‘|Monday evening at 8 P. M. 


There were present Mayor 
Cameron and Councillors Clark, 
Holmes, James, Morrison. 
MacDonald and Shone, 


Returning Officer Gate ad- 
ministered the oath to Mayor 
Cameron elect, aud the mayor 
in turn gave the oath to each 
of the councillors. H. Gate 
was appointed Sec - Treas. pro 
tem. 


The mayor after calling the 
council to order delivered his 
{Inaugural address. He extend- 
ed congratulations to the coun- 
cillors on their elections. There 
were many matters of great 
importance to come up for this 
councils consideration and 
everyone should endeavor to do 
his duty. 


Mayor Cameron then outlined 
the work of the council for the 
ensuing year. He advocated 
the immediate appointment of 
an auditor so as the rew council 
a rfoar tea “Or “tile 
assets and liabilities of the 
town. 


A commitee would have to be 
appointed to draft by - laws. 
Officials had to be appointed for 
the carrying out of the councils,

As in everything else, the underly- 
ing reason for the continued existence 
of the Exhibition is its ability to pay 
its own way. If the show were being 
run at a heavy loss a good deal of the 
enthusiasm would disappear, The 
handling of the Exhibition finances is, 
of course, one of the most important 
‘tasks connected with its administra-

tion. Within a very short period the 
treasurer of the Exhibition has to ex- 
ercise an oversight over receipts and 


expenditures amounting to something 
like half a million dollars, the pay- 
ment of $50,000 more in prize money, 
and the direction of innumerable con- 
cessions and leases, some of which 
represent a trifling amount paid by 
small vendors and others the heavy 
‘taxes levied upon some of the large 
exhibitors and concessionaires. As a 
very large portion of this task is ac- 
complished well within a month, a 
cool head, quick perception and a 
keen judgment of men, is required 
These are not all of the qualifications 
sessed by Mr. F. F. Brentnall, the 
urer of the Toronto Exhibition. 
In the fall of the year the Exhibition 
‘Treasurer puts in about twenty hours 
day, and it is more than a little due 
to his administrative ability that the 
wheels of the big Fair go round so 
‘smoothly. 
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A Parliament of Empire. 

A deputation waited on the British 
(Premier recently to lay before him

at Lacolle’ Rapids. Of course, the 
Government’s navigation scheme will 
require that a big lock be constructed 
at Lacolle. ‘This will be an expensive 
undertaking. However, Lacolle Rap- 
ids are alone in being so formidable 
that they cannot be governed except 
by locks; the other rapids which in- 
terrupt along the Saskatchewan River, 
ean be controlled by building small 
dams, thus raising the water. The 
next obstruction after the rapids to 
navigators is the channels. East of 
Battleford there is an Indian Reserve 
known by the highly picturesque name 
of Devil Park. At this point, the riv- 
er takes a sweep outward, and there 
are located here a regiment of sand- 
bars which hide the channel. The 
problem here for the engineers is to 
define the channel. This will be done 
by raising the water level and by con- 
centrating the water. 

The matter of navigating the Sa. 
katchewan in great measure resolves 
itself into the possibility of fastening 
the leash on the swift river, The 
Saskatchewan takes its rise in the 
mountains, and its flow is influenced 
by the snow falling and melting in | 
the hills. Could a storage reservoir | 
be Built, or some means adopted to 
restrain the impetuous waters, .a 
great part of the navigation problem 
would be solved—at least the rapids 
difficulty; for the rapids which only | 
during low water are dangerous, 
could be kept under sufficient depth 
to preclude the possibility of any 
treachery.
